average Since 1919-20. Owing to the levying of higher tariff duties 
there waS a general curtailment of oversea imports and marked decreases 
mre noted in apparel, attire and textiles, Bags, Sacks, Motors and

The vaiue of the year's exports exceeded 
imorts by £5,621,483 (£3,506,033) being £2,115,450 greater than the 
yoer 1928-29. Included in the Hxports was Gold Specie to the amount 
of £2,030,000 (£250,000).

Or the total sum collected, 
Nearly thirty six per cent was collected from the lines, Ble, ee 
Beer, Tobacco, Cigars, and Cigerettes viz. £1,140,765 (£1,078, 301).
